Montreal, Que., June 1.—A cleryy- 
gaan high up in the Roman Catholic 
church who ia well known in this city 
tells a most sensational etory as to the 
intentions of certain sections of the 
church militant regarding the recent 
charges which have been made againat 
certain public men.

The reverend gentleman eaye that

CURRENT COSIMENT. 


The following from the Monetary 
Times ably epitomizes the Imperial 
conference situation at the same time 
that it points with the brightness of 
a beacon light the position Canada 
is destined to hold in the future af- 
fairs of this continent if her citizens 
are alive to their opportunities, 

The article should be embodied in 
one of our school text-books, and as- 
similated by every pupil stepping on 
the threshold of manhood and = wo- 
manhood. ‘The article is too length- 
y to be printed in a single issue of 
the Chronicle and wil! be continued 
in probably two other numbers, 

The ardent pursuer of the ideal gets 
out of touch with the only forces 
that can make the attainment of it 
possible. The man who counts and 
achieves, is he who, nourishing an 
édeal which he does not hourly ‘bab- 
ble, is content to be just a little a- 
head of the honest multitude, which 
is neither idealistic nor large-minded. 
Great causes always suffer more from 
the hurrying zeal of their friends than 
from the indifference of their oppon- 
ents, Events are only just as big 
as the men who produce them, Their 
shapes depend on how men think, If 
a man has the genius of action’ in 
him, his thinking will eventuate in 
motion, soaner or later. The best 
thinking is done out of doors, with 
the eyes wide open, for it is stimu- 
lated, checked, broadened, and made 
operative with forces that never 
stand still. 

If there were more thinking, 
would be less graft at Ottawa. If 
there were less graft at Ottawa, 
there would be more business in the 
country. Nothing more © surely 
marks the individual who sees no- 
thing except in miniature, than his 
belief that politics and commerce are 
as different as land and sea. Many 
men make a commercee of politics to 
the injury of both, and the disgrace 
of themselves, They are little Can- 
adians who have acquired an inde- 
feasible right to obscurity. For 
their anti-types these are big days of 


there 


promise, With outlook, courage, re- 
straint, expression, and, when the 


time comes, consolidating force, they 
may accomplish more than any of 
their peers. The late Imperial Con- 
ference shows the way to the appro- 
priation of the twentieth century by 
—ourselves. 
PROVINCIALISM 18S DANGEROUS. 
Sir Wilfred Laurier was called all 
sorts of agreeable names in London- 
The Nestor of the Conference, the 
Silver-tongued Orator of the Empire, 
and half a dozen.others. <A few 
Imperialists, who mistake prancing 
for progress, were vexed with him be- 
cause he did things whicn less excited 
people regard thankfully. He spoke 
for preference, he gave the Britishers 
plain talk on the cattle embargo, he 
lauded = inter-imperia] independence, 
and he counteracted the eagerness of 
Mr, Deakin, who is much conditioned 
by the extremities of labor  legisla- 
tion; and of Dr. Jameson, of whom 
perhaps, if is unkind to say he was 
once before in a disastrous hurry to 
help a revolution. With the First 
Canadian, then, reposed the restrain- 


ing and progressive power of. the 
conference; for he represented the 
balanced, experienced aspiration to 
go ahead, which makes resistance to 
short-sighted haste really valuable. 
Australia talked most. Canada ex- 
ercised the heavier counsel. That 


Sir Wilfred Laurier completely satis- 
fied neitner free trader nor tariff re- 
former, but strongly impressed both 
is the best promise that our Imper- 
ial influence can easily grow. If we 
merely said ‘‘Ditto” to one or ano- 
ther British party’s creed we might 
well become resigned to a perpetual 
provincialism, too big to be dignified 
too circumscribed to be national,, in- 
capable of being Imperial. Whoet 
path, then, should our politico-com- 
mercial evolution take ? 

Heaven preserve us from the cock- 
sureness of the prophet, and from the 
construction of programmes as pie 
cise as the multiplication table!
